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(vii) If so directed by the Public Works Department of a State/ Union Territory 
/National Highway Authority of India, the loaded vehicle will not be allowed to pass over 
the bridges on the roads in that State/Union Territory and in such cases applicants will 
have to make their own arrangements to cross the rivers/ nallas. 

(viii) They would need to obtain permission each and every time before moving on a 
particular route from concerned state or Union Territory authorities/National Highway 
Authority of India enroute, in view of the oversized cargo.
